After nine box-office successes with 
Elvis Presley, MGM gave him the best 
of everything on his latest MGM musi- 
cal romance, “Speedway,” in which he 
co-stars with Nancy Sinatra.

SINATRA IN COMMON? LOTS OF TALENT 
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Elvis Presley and Nancy Sinatra 
come from different worlds. Elvis took 
the back road from the backwoods to 
Hollywood stardom. Nancy traveled 
the direct route. However, they’ve 
landed in the same place—on screen 
together for the first time in MGM’s 
“Speedway,” a romantic comedy set in 
the daredevil world of stock car racing. 

Elvis, who portrays a champion 
driver in trouble with the Internal 
Revenue Service in the colorful new 
picture, was born in sleepy Tupelo, 
Mississippi, only surviving child of the 
Vernon Presleys. Economic conditions 
dictated a move to Memphis, where 
Elvis finished high school. 

Until the day when he rocketed from 
anonymity to become the greatest sin- 
gle singing sensation of all time, he 
lived a typical American life. There 
were jobs after school, sports on Satur- 
days, singing in church on Sundays. 

Musically, the highlight of his school 
days was the Tri-State Music Contest, 
which he entered at the insistence of 
his teacher, Mrs. Grimes. Elvis 
emerged victor with an unaccompanied 
version of “Old Shep.” Later, with a 
$12.95 guitar, he entertained friends 
during lunch hours at high school. 

Simultaneously, a drowsing world of 
commercial music was frantically 
searching for a sound to wake record 
buyers. The story, the singer, is now a 
legend. Elvis, looking into a future of 
weekly pay checks and a quiet married 
life in Memphis, turned the world of 
music on its ears in the period of a 
month and caused a never-to-be-for- 
gotten frenzy. 

Nancy Sinatra was one of the many 
girls who followed Elvis’ every move 
through the late 1950’s. She knew all 
about his music but his early way of 
life would have been foreign to her. 


HUNGER PANGS 


During her big scene in MGM’s 
“Speedway,” in which she appears 
with Elvis Presley and Nancy Si- 
natra, little Victoria Meyerink mo- 
mentarily ceased being a profession- 
al actress and turned a typical six- 
year-old. 

In the scene, Elvis catches Victo- 
ria in the act of “borrowing” a 
dozen hot dogs from a vendor, Un- 
fortunately, the sequence was filmed 
just before lunchtime. 

After the first “take,” the “Speed- 
way” prop man could find only ten 
of the original frankfurter dozen! 


Born to Frank and Nancy Sinatra, 
movie studios were her playground and 
celebrities her playmates. 

Nancy’s direct route stardom took 
much longer than Elvis’ back road. But 
she, too, emerged almost overnight as 
a star in her own right after changing 
from a_ sweet-little-girl style to the 
sound of a grown woman who has lived 
in the world. “These Boots Are Made 
for Walking” has topped the 4,000,000 
sales mark, and has been followed by 
hit after hit. 

During the filming of “Speedway,” 
Elvis and Nancy recalled their first 
meeting. When Elvis was discharged 
from the Army in 1960, Nancy was an 
official greeter at Fort Dix. She was 
representing her father, on whose TV 
show Elvis was to make his first post- 
service appearance.

And this 
is where Nancy Sinatra comes in, She’s 
the girl employed by the Internal Reve- 
nue Service to check on him. If every- 
one had a cutie like Miss Sinatra to do 
the collecting, it would be a pleasure 
to pay income taxes! 

Nothing is taken too seriously in the 
complications engendered by this amia- 
ble, tongue-in-cheek plot, particularly 
since the situations afford ample oppor- 
tunity for both Presley and the fetch- 
ing Miss Sinatara to sing a number of 
ear-tingling tunes and also to throw 
themselves into a frenzy of dancing in 
attractively staged production numbers. 

In addition to the title song, Elvis 
scintillates with “Let Yourself Go” 
(and he does!), “Your Time Hasn’t 
Come Yet, Baby” and ‘“‘He’s Your Un- 


cle, Not Your Dad,” a captivatingly 
humorous number done in the waiting 
room of an Internal Revenue Service 
office filled with scared U.S. debtors 
who, together with no-nonsense tax 
collector Gale Gordon, join in the sing- 
ing and dancing. 

Miss Sinatra gets an opportunity to 
shine on her own with the swinging 
“Your Groovy Self’ and the “Speed- 
way” co-stars collaborate in the lilting 
“There Ain’t Nothing Like a Song.” 
It all adds up to a feast of melodic en- 
tertainment. 

In the end, of course, all the plot 
twists are unraveled, Nancy combines 
tracking down Elvis’ winnings with 
tracking down him, and there’s a 
grand-and-glorious racing finish. 

Carl Ballantine and Ross Hagen are 
others who add to the fun of “Speed- 
way” under the adroit direction of 
Norman Taurog, with Douglas Lau- 
rence producing.

Gale Gordon, 1967 Emmy Award 
nominee for his role on The Lucy 
Show, makes one of his rare motion 
picture appearances with Elvis Presley 
and Nancy Sinatra in MGM’s “Speed- 
way.” 

His assignment in the upbeat musi- 
cal-comedy smacks of his characteriza- 
tion as Lucille Ball’s flustered, money- 
hungry banker-boss. In “Speedway” he 
is an equally avaricious and amusing 
Internal Revenue agent named Mr. 
Hepworth. 


The parallel is nothing new for 
Gordon. Over the years he has created 
a boisterous, loveable, busy-body char- 
acter that starts audiences laughing the 
minute he enters a scene. Just as Theo- 
dore Mooney on The Lucy Show and 
Hepworth in “Speedway” share many 
traits, so did Gordon’s Mayor LaTrivia 
on the Fibber McGee and Molly radio 
show and Osgood Conklin on TV’s 
“Our Miss Brooks.” 

But beneath the pompous and bom- 
bastic portrait Gordon paints is a gentle 
man with a fascinating background. Al- 
though it is difficult for fans to envi- 
sion him as anything but a comic, the 
New York born actor portrayed Judas 
for one year in The Pilgrimage Play 
and was romantic leading man to both 
Mary Pickford and Marion Davies in 
their highly publicized radio debuts. 

And citizens of Berkeley, California, 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania and Kan- 
sas City know Gordon as a talented 
music man in such summer stock pro- 
ductions as ‘Damn Yankees” and 
“Take Me Along.” In “Speedway” he 
demonstrates his versatility in a major 
musical production number, one of the 
highlights of the picture. 

“T’ll probably spend the remainder of 
my career playing more-or-less this 
same character,” says Gordon. “That’s 
what producers want from me and I’m 
grateful that it’s kept me working 
steadily. But just once, I’d like to do an 
about-face and play a devilishly de- 
praved, wickedly warped individual 
who breeds fear and terror and causes 
all manner of hideous occurances !”

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“living in mobile homes and trailers, 
and they really live it up prior to a big 
race. I saw one wild celebrant dancing 
on top of a car. Stock-car fans are un- 
inhibited. We got all this with our 
color cameras, along with the exciting 
qualifying trials. 

“We also filmed some of stock-car 
racing’s biggest names, including Fred 
Lorenzen, Cole Yarbourough and 
Buddy Baker.” 

Producer Laurence is a product of 
the post-war entertainment explosion, 
who learned the techniques of film and 
theatrical production by practical appli- 
cation and intensive study in a variety 
of fields. 

From 1947 to 1958, he created, pro- 
duced, directed and wrote for national 
radio and television shows, developed 
filmed commercial campaigns for na- 
tional advertisers, and staged industrial, 
trade and travel shows that have played 
to millions on every continent. 

This brought him into close associa- 
tion with top entertainers as a talent 
buyer for radio and television, and later 
with such famed personalities as Jack 
Benny, Dinah Shore, Pearl Bailey and 
Ray Bolger when he occupied the key 
executive position of Director of En- 
tertainment for the Flamingo Hotel at 
Las Vegas. 

In 1959, Laurence decided the future 
presenting the greatest opportunity was 
that of producing feature motion pic- 
tures, but first gained his experience in 
TV. He went to Japan as associate pro- 
ducer of the “John Gunther High 
Road” series and produced segments 
for the show there and in Hong Kong, 
the Philippines and Jamaica. He also 
served as executive producer on the 
successful TV series for the National 
Bowling League. 

With this background, Laurence 
formed an association with director 
Delbert Mann and writer Dale Wasser- 
man, which resulted in such feature 
MGM pictures as “Quick, Before It 
Melts” and “Doctor, You’ve Got To 
Be Kidding !”

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It is intriguing to contemplate the 
reasons why fame might have eluded 
Elvis Presley, the singer who changed 
the course of popular music. Logically 
his closest brush with show business 
should have been from a seat in the 
Grand Ole Opry auditorium, And the 
extent of his entertainment might well 
have been from a choir loft or strum- 
ming a guitar for friends. 

Tupelo, Mississippi, doesn’t look like 
the spawning ground for a man known 
around the world by his first name. 
Nor does the two-room house where 
Elvis was born appear a likely candi- 
date for the Southern shrine it has 
become. 

Nothing in Presley’s early environ- 
ment indicated the ultimate outcome. 
Life was wide open, friendly and un- 
momentous. It was not particularly 
easy but it was free of the hardships 
many artists claim gave them inspira- 
tion. No one recalls little Elvis vowing 
to leave the South for fame and for- 
tune. 

He simply went to school, worked at 
odd jobs, played at sports and joined 
his family singing in church. A happy 
marriage, a large family, a pleasant 
home, a weekly check large enough to 
support all three—these were Elvis 
Presley’s dreams. 

Discerning the musical reasons for 
his stardom is equally frustrating. A 
fifth grade teacher persuaded the Ver- 
non Presleys to let their son enter the 
Tri-State Music Contest, which he won

with an unaccompanied version of “Old 
Shep.”

The next step was Hollywood, where 
the experts said he would never last. 
He never had an acting lesson. He had 
never been on a movie sound stage be- 
fore making’ his film debut. Yet his 
latest MGM picture, “Speedway,” in 
which he stars with Nancy Sinatra, 
marks his 27th movie, and each has been 
a box-office success.

denies rumors about the singing star. 
There was no public hullabaloo sur- 
rounding his marriage.
